reſpe&t of the Copyhold Houſes and Tenements in Richmond aforeſaid, by the 
Cuſtom of the ſaid Manor. 


And ſaving always to the KIN G's moſt Excellent Majzsry, his Heirs | 
and Succeſſors, and to all and every other Perſon and Perſons, Bodies Politick and 
Corporate, his, her, and their Heirs, Succeſſors, Executors, and Adminiſtrators 
(other than and except the ſaid Fobn Perkins, and the Firſt and every other Son 
of his Body begotten or to be begotten, and the Heirs General and Heirs Male 
of the Body and Bodies of ſuch Son and Sons reſpectively; and all and every the 
Daughter and Daughters of the Body of the ſaid Jobn Perkins begotten or to be 
begoiten, and the Heirs of the reſpective Bodies of ſuch Daughters, and the right 
Heirs of the ſaid Suſan Owen and Matthias Perkins, at Common Law, and by the 
Cuſtom reſpectively, and all and every other Perſon and Perſons whatſoever claim- 
ing, or to claim, any Eſtate, Right, Title, or Intereſt, of, in, to, or out of the 
Premiſes, by virtue of or under the Will of the ſaid Maitbias Perkins); All ſuch
